William Leslie, a resident of 


Farwell Lake. "There was a lot 
,of wind. It missed my house by 
about 1,000 feet. I saw the 
debris." 


"My wife and I looked out just

The 1-mill maintenance tax, in- 


cidentally, can only be used for upkeep 
and repairs. Stale law prohibits it 
from being used for other purposes, 
such as salary hikes. 


The school board has presented al 


pair of tax' proposals that contain no 
frills. They are conservative arid only, 
enough to meet basic needs. 


Both proposals should be passed.

At least, all of the world's major

BH School Tax Proposals 
Both Deserve Passage 


Benton Harbor school district voters 
have two tax proposals coming before 
them in an election Tuesday. Both 
proposals deserve passage. In fact, 
anything less than what the Board of 
Education has prudently asked would 
create substantial problems for the 
district. 


The two proposals total 8.5 mills. 
Proposal No. 1 is renewal of 7.5 mills 
in operating taxes for one year. 
Proposal No. 2 is 1-mill for five years 
for urgent maintenance of school dis­ 
trict buildings. 


It is important to note that only the 
sm aller 
of 
the 
two 
proposals 
represents a tax increase. And it’s one 
that 
would 
cost 
an 
average 
householder probably $5 to $10 per 
year. In the long run, it’ll save tax­ 
payers far more than that by avoiding 
costly interest on borrowing. 


Proposal No. 1 is not a tax increase. 
Passage means the school district will 
have essentially the same operating 
levy it has had the past four years — 
29.72 mills. Passage of Proposal No. 2 
m eans a 1-mill increase, or $1 per 
$1,000 of state equalized valuation. 
T hat’s $5 a year for a home worth 
$10,000, $10 a vear for a home worth 
$20.000. 


Senior citizens will feel even less 
impact, as they do on all property 


taxes, because their share is lessened 
through the homestead exemption and 
property tax credits. 


The school board says the district 
can’t operate its schools “ effectively 
without the revenue from the 7.5 
mills.” That's a statement that seems 
readily acceptable in these days bf 
spiraling inflation. Taxpayers are for­ 
tunate the adm inistration is holding 
the tax line rather than boosting it, as 
might be expected. 


As for the maintenance millage, it 
would raise $200,000 a year for the 
most 
urgently 
needed 
basic 
maintenance. A survey indicated $3.5 
million is needed to put everything in 
top shape. The 1 -mill proposal that 
comes up Tuesday would raise only $1 
million over 5 years. That would be 
enough to prevent further damage to 
buildings through leaky roofs, etc., 
and more costly repairs later. 


The 1-mill maintenance tax, in­ 
cidentally, can only be used for upkeep 
and repairs. State law prohibits it 
from being used for other purposes,, 
such as salary hikes. 


The school board has presented al 
pair of tax proposals that contain no 
frills. They are conservative and only 
enough to meet basic needs. 


Both proposals should be passed.

Africa, to the near loss of Por­ 
tugal. and the steady erosion of 
the U.S. position around the 
world. Why does Henry Kis­ 
singer continue to carry the 
can? 


The answ er. I think, is per­ 
fectly clear if one examines the 
long series of books and articles 
Kissinger has written since his 
senior honors thesis at Harvard 
in 1950. 


From that senior thesis to the 
present. K issinger’s view of 
history has been rem arkably 
consistent and explicit. To me, 
that view is a bit strange — and 
certainly a disabling one for a 
m an in K issinger’s present 
position. 


Kissinger’s senior thesis has 
the subtitle, “ Reflections on 
Spengler, Toynbee, and Kant.” 
In it the grand motif of all Kis­ 
singer’s later thought makes its 
first appearance — a deep and 
settled pessimism. 


This pervasive pessim ism 
explains much in K issinger's 
behavior as Secretary of State — 
his prem ature write-off of Por­ 
tugal, for exam ple, his recent 
statement that Europe would be 
“ M arxist” within a decade, his 
attitude of subservience to the 
tough operators in the Kremlin. 


The striking thing about Kis­ 
singer’s mature writing is that 
all of his great hero-statesmen 
are tragic heroes. Thus, in “ A 
World Restored,” his doctoral 
study of Metternich, Kissinger 
argues that “ perhaps M etter- 
nich’s 
policy 
should 
be 
m easured not by its ultim ate 
failure, but by the length of time 
it 
staved 
off 
inevitable 
disaster,” 


In the 20th century, Kis­ 
singer's heroes are De Gaulle, 
Adenauer, Mao Tse-tung, and 
Chou En-lai, all of whom he 
perceives as creative realists. 


But a deep sense of doom 
pervades 
it 
all. 
History is 
“ inherently unstable.” W ars 
are due to “ intrinsic causes" 
which the great statesm an can 
only delay. The work of Bis­ 
m arck ushered in the catas­ 
trophe of World War I. Even the 
greatest 
statesm an 
m erely 
carries out delaying actions 
against 
disintegration 
and 
disaster. 


The reasons why K issinger 
will not resign become clear. 
He, and he alone, delays the 
inevitable catastrophe. Were he 
to clean out his desk, the his­ 
torical floodgates would open. It 
is an enormous burden, but, 
stoically, he will bear it. 


It seems to me that what we 
require now is a more “ norm al” 
Secretary of State — not a 
“ Spenglerian pessimist, not one 
of history’s great doomed tragic 
heroes. We require someone 
who “ has 
his 
feet 
on 
the 
ground” 
and 
who 
takes 
a 
tough-minded day-to-day view 
of the national interest. Let the 
deep tragic stuff be confined to 
W agnerian 
opera, 
where 
it 
belongs.

Although the new report did 
not include price forecasts, 
department projections indicate 
producers can expect some 
recovery in cattle prices this 
spring after markets slumped 
in the winter. 


But with a return to more 
grain-fed animals, Agriculture 
Department experts say retail 
prices of the more expensive 
cuts of 1**01 may be slightly less 
than a year ago, while cheaper 
cuts 
and 
hamburger

may cost mort' because fewer of 
those are expected at markets. 


The increase in grain-fed cat­ 
tle does not necessarily mean a 
net 
gain 
in 
over-all 
beef 
production. Last year, when 
grain-fed beef output was in a 
sharp decline, cattle fattened on 
grass or fed small amounts of 
grain more than made up for 
the reduction in feedlots. 


Further, beef production is 
not a uniform flow of meat from 
farms, ranches and feedlots to 
consumer tables. For example, 
if spring rains produce g<*od 
grass conditions in the next few 
months, many cattle which nor­ 
mally might Ik? sold to feedlots 
could bo kept longer in pas­ 
tures. 


On the other hand, if the 
drought area in the southern 
Great Plains persists, and even 
enlarges, many more cattle 
could be forced to market and 
result in a temporary glut of 
lower-grade beef at lower prices 
for 
both 
consumers 
and 
producers. 


Meanwhile, the report Friday 
showed feedlots will continue to 
turn out larger quantities of 
cattle for market in the near 
future. In February, the report 
said, “ lacements” of new cattle 
in pens wen’ up 74 per cent from 
a year ago Most of those will 
require at least several months 
before they are ready 
for 
slaughter.

Combine those two estimates, 
both by authoritative sources, 
and you have some idea of how 
many home owners will be 
defrauded before the year is 
over. 


Sadly, the large majority of 
those who are bilked will fall 
victim to three frauds every 
home owner should know, since 
he has been warned about them 
year after year. 


One of the loudest voices in 
the campaign to educate the 
public is Joseph Nahay. execu­ 
tive director of the National 
Remodelers Assn.. a non-profit 


trade organization. He outlined 
throe items that cause most of 
the trouble: 


‘‘The first is the old-fashioned 
bait-and-switch’ game — tech­ 
nique in w hich astoundingly low 
prices are advertised for siding, 
insulation, fencing or other 
home improvements. The un­ 
suspecting consumer answering 
the ad is told by a salesman that 
the item is sold out, or really not 
as good a value as another item 
in stock. Before he knows it, the 
home owner is switched to a 
higher-priced product or ser­ 
vice, often sold for a lot more 
than its fair market value. 


“ Bait-and-switch is illegal 
just about everywhere, but it is 
often hard to spot and almost 
impossible to cure.... The home 
owner should be aware that any 
home improvement at an un­ 
believably low price is just that

Congressional district seat be­ 
ing vacated by Rep. Edward 
Hutchinson. In a letter to the 
college board of trustees, Dr. 
Roche said he has decidc*d not to 
leave the college ‘‘when so 
much lies ahead to be done." 


Roche’s decision leaves only 
Sen. Charles O. Zollar. Benton 
Harbor, 
among 
those 
con­ 
sidered a possible challenger to 
declared-candidate 
David 
Stockman of St. Joseph. 


Reached in Washington last 
night, Zollar said he is waiting 
for results of an opinion poll 
that 
he 
has 
commissioned 
before he decides whether to 
run for Congress. 


“ W e'll have to see what the 
poll says,” he told this news­ 
paper by telephone. 


“ So far we haven’t received 
any figures at all. When they 
come 
in. 
they may be en­ 
couraging. they may not be.

HEW has tried to impose its 
bureaucratic regulations on the 
small private college because 
some students receive federal 
aid. but Roche vowed in his let­ 
ter to trustees to continue the 
fight against the imposition.

“ Hillsdale College also deserves 
my most careful consideration. 
The school and the many fin«* 
friends and associates who have 
supported our cause have a deep 
and abiding place in my affec­ 


tions. Hillsdale represents an 
important element within the

sector. 
If 
a 
truly 
independent, 
quality-oriented 
educational institution cannot 
thrive in America, if Hillsdale 
College cannot play its role 
without

federal bureaucracy, then the 
tuture of the private sector in 
America will indeed Ik* threa­ 
tened.

give ABC the rights despite ou­ 
traged cables sent overseas by 
the other two networks. The

since the Squaw Valley Games

No dollar figure was released 


by ABC. which obtained the 
broadcast rights for the seventh

NBC's wire went

A. With a total of more than 
$200,000 to ride herd on you un­ 
derstand what I mean when I 
quote the wise men of old who 
warned: “ The more maidser­ 
vants the more lasciviousness, 
the more property the more 
worry.” I don't know how you’re 
fixed for maidservants, but you 
realize full well that you simply 
can t avoid all worry about all 
that money, or even protect it 
100 per cent from some risk. 


Fearing the stock market is 
nothing to bo ashamed of — .just 
as it is natural to be cautious on 
a high-speed turnpike. But you 
may find you have to use both of 
them. 


Your problem: to put $200,000 
to work at the “ tender” age of 
58 with the immediate (two- 
year) task of protecting and. if 
possible, increasing capital; 
thereafter, providing not only 
generous income but increasing 
income to see you comfortably 
through a long lifetime of infla­ 
tion. (Inflation at 4 per cent or H 
per cent or 12 per cent — but 
inflation, nevertheless.) 


As Miss Williams used to say 
to her prize high school math 
boys (ahem!): “ All right boys, 
now work out the formula.” 


And the only formula I can 
come up with must include 
some investment in equities: 
real estate, rare coins, rare 
works of art, antiques (if you 
are "savvy” about these things) 
or common shares of corpora­ 
tions which, over the years, 
have proved their long-time 
ability to move up in price — 
and in div idend payout — as the 
dollar loses purchasing power. 


If you were thinking only of 
the next two years, I would 
agree to tax-exempts and dis­ 
count corporate bonds due in 
1978, or whenever your tax 
bracket drops. But what about 
your after-W) future? ( And with 
this much money it could be a 
long and, you hope, a comforta­ 
ble one.) 


I can fully appreciate your 
sigh of relief on getting out of 
the market with a whole skin 
after the “ heavy ” markets of 
the last half-dozen years. I don’t 
know what stocks you lost 
money on and what stocks 
helped you recoup. But wha­ 
tever they were they are no 
reason for now turning your 
back on all equities. There are a 
lot of sound utility, rail, mining, 
manufacturing stocks out there 
which ha\e established 40, 50 . 75 
and 100-year records of solid 
dividend payments. 


Some of your money, it seems 
to me, will have to go back into 
those — if not now, then when 
you turn to this money for sup­ 
port, beginning in 1978.

teers in the strictest sense of 
the word. They receive no per­ 
sonal pay for the time involved 
in emergency runs or fighting 
fires, or in maintaining the 
equipment or physical plant.

I do not in any way wish to 
put down the other volunteer 
fire departments in this area; 
they are all worthy of praise. 
To belong to a volunteer fire 
department is a great respon­ 
sibility as well as a great 
honor. I felt compelled to write 
because I have heard conver­ 
sations which have sprung out 
of these damaging articles, and 
I realized the people had been 
fed a lot of misinformation; 
also that important facts and 
figures 
had 
been 
omitted. 
These people understood the 
whole story, once both sides 
had been explained to them. 
They could see our reasoning 
and were less hostile. 


As I stated before, the Sister 
Lakes Fire department is in no 
way whatsoever out to “ black­ 
m ail'’ or “ rip off” anyone, as it 
has been accused. It is merely 
doing the best job of fighting 
fires and giving emergency 
service that it can. at a price 
which it hopes will keep it out 
of the red.

The American farmer has of-

cent of the nation's cranberry 
sales. Sunkisl Growers Inc. 
controls 75 per cent of the 
oranges and 88 per.cent 6f;the 
fresh lemons grown in .Califor- 
nia and Arizona. 


The. Secretary of. Agriculture, 


who oversees the marketing 
orders, Is required by law to 
protect consumers from price- 
gouging increases by lhe~eopps. 
Yet the government has never ' 
penalized a co-op for boosting 
prlces.jBvcn though some dairy 
co-ops have charged prices up to 
22 cents a gallon above the 
federal minimums for milk. 


Sheer t«astc can be the result 


of the federal marketing orders, 
since supplies arc often held low 


to keep prices high.

Inflated prices, waste, delay: 
these are the price Americans 
pay for federal agencies to 
regulate prices and control 
competition in private business. 


These agencies' defenders — 
including generally the indus­ 
tries they regulate — say the 
costs of regulation an* justified 
by providing services to spar­ 
sely populated areas, stabilizing 
prices and preventing strong 
firms from squeezing weaker 
ones out of business. 


But an odd alliance of con­ 
sumer advocates and conserva­ 
tives reject these 'arguments 
and say many agencies' powers 
should be drastically cut. 


THE COSTS OF FLYING 


Perhaps the clearest example 
of the costs of economic regula­ 
tion comes with the interstate 
airlines, which are regulated as 
to fares and routes by the CAB. 
Airlines that fly solely within a 
state ah* not subject to the CAB. 


Pacific Southwest Airlines 
flies thousands of people every 
day between San Francisco and 
Los Angeles for $25.50 one way. 
That’s a 347-mile trip within the 
state of California. 


The Northwest Orient fare 
between Chicago and 
Min­ 
neapolis — about 355 miles — is 
$45.37. Thus, that fare, con­ 
trolled by the CAB, is close to 
twice the fare regulated only by 
a state government. 
“ PUBLIC SERVICE” 


The CAB and major airlines 
argue that 
the concept of 
“ public service" must be added 
to the cost equation. They say 
many smaller cities and towns 
would lose air service — or have 
it only at the higher rates — 
because such service is not 
profitable. 
The 
CAB 
now 
requires carriers to fly such 
routes, and the carriers argue 
that the profits from other 
routes 
must 
support 
the 
moneylosing ones. 


The “ public service” concept 
has led the CAB to order so 
many flights that it has to cal­ 
culate fares on the assumption 
that 45 to 50 per cent of the seats 
on each plane will 1m* empty. 
This “ load factor” means wast­ 
ed fuel and higher fares to make 
up for the empty seats. 
DELAYS, DELAYS 


A regulatory decision can 
mean millions of dollars for a 
company and touch thousands of 
people. 
Because 
of 
the 
complexity of the issues and the 
constitutional mandate to hear 
all sides, agencies often take 
years to decide cases. 


But sometimes the cases 
stretch interminably. 


The Federal Communications 
Commission has been thinking 
about a petition from West End 
Radio Co.- in Tracy, Calif., for a 
radio station license since Aug. 
31, 1950. And it’s also been con­ 
sidering the competing applica­ 
tion from Olympia Broadcast­ 
ing in Carmichael, Calif. 


The FCCs file on the applica­ 
tions is thick, but it lacks one 
item: a final decision.

money, fuel or other limited 
materials. 


For example, a Department of 
Transportation 
study 
dis­ 
covered that a big manufacturer 
of building materials in New 
Jersey ships three truckloads of 
goods a week from its main 
plant to Tampa, Fla. The trucks 
make the return trip empty. 


This company has a sub­ 
sidiary in southern Florida that 
sends three truckloads of goods 
a week to eastern Pennsylvania. 
But the subsidiaries’ trucks 
make the return trip south 
empty — becaus^ the ICC will 
not let a subsidiary’s trucks 
carry goods for the parent com­ 
pany or vice versa. 


The DOT study, which did not 
name the firm, concluded that 
this one company could save 
360,000 miles of useless travel 
and 90.000 gallons of fuel a year 
just by running trucks in a cir­ 
cuit from New Jersey to Tampa 
to southern Florida to eastern 
Pennsylvania. 


The ICC won't allow it. 
The rationale is that allowing

The ICC also limits competi­ 
tion by denying thousands of 
applications each by truckers 
desiring to offer new ser\ices. 
FOOD PRICES 


The American fanner has of­ 
ten been the subject of praise 
and promises of support on the 
floor of Congress. 


But Congress has done more 
than just talk about supporting 
farmers: federal law allows 
price-fixing and strict limits on 
competition in the production 
and sale of many agricultural 
products, mainly milk, fruit, 
nuts and vegetables. 


In the harsh vears of the Dust 
Bowl and the Depression, when 
farmers were at the mercy of 
plunging 
prices 
and 
middlemen. Congress opened 
loopholes in federal antitrust 
laws to allow farmers to ban 
together 
in 
cooperatives. 
Without the exemption, such 
co-ops would be illegal 


But now many co-ops are big 
businesses that work closely 
with arms of government called 


“ marketing orders," 
which 
commonly control production, 
quality, the flow of produce to 
the market and sometimes even 
prices. 


Associated Milk Producers 
Inc.. which controls up to 90 per 
cent of the market in some 
midwestern areas, is a $1.4- 
billion-a-vear giant that ranks 
141st on the Fortune 500 list of 
industrial corporations. 


Ocean Spray controls 85 per 
cent of the nation’s cranberry 
sales. Sunkist Growers Inc. 
controls 75 per cent of the 
oranges and 88 per cent of the 
fresh lemons grown in Califor­ 
nia and Arizona. 


The Secretary of Agriculture, 
who oversees the marketing 
orders, is required by law to 
protect consumers from price- 
gouging increases by the coops. 
Yet the government has never 
penalized a co-op for boosting 
prices, even though some dairy 
co-ops have charged prices up to 
22 cents a gallon above the 
federal minimums for milk. 


Sheer waste can be the result 
of the federal marketing orders, 
since supplies are often held low 


to keep prices high. 


In 1970, about one-quarter of 
the California cling peach crop 
was destroyed intentionally and 
8.600 acres of trees pulled up. In 
1972. Ocean Spray reported 
600,896 barrels of cranberries 
that had been held off the 
market were “’lost due to 
shrinkage.” 


Farmers 
and 
Agriculture 
Department economists argue 
that these government restric­ 
tions. in the long run, help to 
even out what would otherwise 
be “ boom-and-bust” cycles of 
low prices and ruinous compe­ 
tition alternating with short 
supplies and high prices. 


But 
other 
economises 
disagree. 


The Council on Wage and 
Price Stability says a new study 
shows milk prices would fall 4.5 
cents a gallon if marketing 
orders were wiped out. For all 
dairy 
products, 
consumers 
would save $100 million to $150 
million a year. And the council 
adds that 
farmers’ 
income 
would fall only $50 million to 
$100 million, because of the 
waste in the current system.

The day after our interview, I was 


given permission to visit the mine. I think 
this was the most unpleasant experience' 
of my life.

flo'or was slippery because of the oil they 
sprayed on it to prevent the dust from

Mr. Oppenheimer, who is really very 


kind, gave me a "small" diamond of 6 
carats.

interviewed and photographed Mrs.

He 
is a quiet, simple man with a wonderful 
wife and two grown children. I asked him 
a straightforward question: "Mr. Oppen- 


heimer. you know what diamonds mean 
to us women: what do they mean to you?” 
He answered in perfect English: "I must 
say that my work is very romantic. I enjoy 
it. Going beyond the fact that you have 
to dig them out. diamonds have something 
romantic that other products don't have.” 
The day after our interview, I was 
given permission to visit the mine. I think 
this was the most unpleasant experience 
of my life. I went underground with the 
miners to a depth of 8.856 feet. After a 
first descent on a lift—it drops the first 
4.428 feet at 25 miles per hour—we 
walked about half a mile before reaching 
a second lift that dropped another 4.428 
feet, bringing us- to the actual workings. 
There was an oppressive, suffocating heat. 
I took my photographs without being able 
to see anything around me. M y camera 
was wet. and my only concern was to 
avoid fainting. Actually I didn't faint, 
thanks to an air pipe that one of the 
miners gave me from time to time. How I 
valued that fresh, breathable air. We 
came out into the sunlight, after having 
walked again that long, long corridor. The 
floor was slippery because of the oil they 
sprayed on it to prevent the dust from

flying about in the air. otherwise it would 
have been impossible to breathe. 


The day after my visit, they found a 
really big diamond, weighing 616 carats, 
in that very mine.

Mr. Oppenheimer 
told me that they wouldn't cut it. but 
would put it in the company museum. 


Mr. Oppenheimer. who is really very 
kind, gave me a “small'’ diamond of 6 
carats.

1 was astonished that her home was not 
one of those enormous majestic palaces 
where previous leaders of India lived. In­ 
stead it was a modest home of about 10 
rooms in the middle of a medium-sized 
flower-filled garden. I was in the garden 
when Mrs. Gandhi appeared and began 
playing with her grandchildren, like any 
other grandmother. At that moment, it 
was hard to believe that she was respon­ 
sible for the destiny of more than 600 
million souls. 


On the subject of her country, she said: 
"We feel that India is greatly misunder­ 
stood by people outside, partly because of 
the tendency of the press to highlight what 
seems spectacular or different. So the peo­ 
ple outside focus on the poverty. Before 
they used to speak only about maharajahs 
or snake charmers. We don't want to be 
an imitation of Europe. So many develop­ 
ing nations have changed so much that 
their own personalities have become sub­ 
merged. We have many traditions that we 
would like to keep. But there are. also

some bad things that we have to sweep 
out. 


"I think in today's world it is very im­ 
portant to be oneself. Everything is be­ 
coming so mechanical and fast-moving 
that people tend to be annihilated. People 
are alienating themselves from nature and 
creating so much competition and rivalry 
that nobody is even happy when he geb 
things he wants. So I think the real things 
are to know yourself and to try to know 
others. And I think it's by working for 
something much bigger than oneself that 
one eventually finds happiness. 


"We need to ask each other questions 
about what sort of world we want and

She answered: 


"My own life is so involved in the coun­

So my wish would 
be that we have good crops and that we 
will be able to handle inflation and short­ 
ages. And that our people will have a bet­ 
ter understanding of what has been done 
in the past years and what is being done 
now . I think that if they have this measure 
of understanding, they will be one step 
closer to achieving greater 
satisfaction.”

Some “leans” in beef 
are bottom round or rump roast; some “fats” are sirloin 
steaks, brisket and ribs. Lamb? Leg of lamb is the leanest 
—the parts to skip are breast, rib, loin, shoulder. With pork, 
the leg—fresh ham—is a good choice. Veal is fairly low in 
calories anyway, with best choices being leg, shoulder, 
shank. Generally, the more mature the animal, the more 
fat it will have. When you’re a dinner guest, you save 
yourself 240 calories for every ounce of fat you leave on 
the plate, so leave what you can cut off.

Many job seekers lessen 
their chances by wasting 
valuable interview-time 
talking about, “ Why I want 
this job.” The interviewer 
isn’t really interested in that. You’ll impress him more if 
you concentrate on how your experience and attitude will 
be useful to the company. Western Temporary, a nationwide 
placement service with 142 offices, has interviewed 
hundreds of thousands of people. They suggest that many 
applicants fail to obtain the jobs they seek because: 
1) They don’t evaluate what they really can do and so 
underrate themselves. 2) They’re not flexible enough. They 
arrive at the meeting with a set idea of the kind of job they 
want. Though other excellent types of opportunities may 
be suggested by the interviewer, they don’t readjust their 
ideas. 3) They give the impression that they’re “ prima 
donnas.” An attitude of “let’s try it and see” will take you 
a lot farther. Western has also discovered that you 
strengthen your chances by leaving a complete written 
resume with the interviewer and by being an interview 
early-bird. Monday is better than Friday, and morning 
job meetings go better than afternoon ones.
